Tho reformer expressed great admiration for 
Comnt von Waldersee, aha he thought the 
greatost goneral in dhe world, He said there 
had beni other greut penerals but “none that 
had controlled the troops of seven nations. H 
nilmitted that this achievement, was in cov. 
xeqnence. of a frivudly ayveoment among the 
Powers, bot was of the opinion that the 
srovessful Waldersue scegime would inure to 
the cubancoment of Germany's reputation in 
China und abroad generally, Ho» hoped to 
moet the Field-Marshal before he Ltt Japan. 

As to polities in Japan, Mr. Sunn Yat-sen had 
heard that there had been xome dom-stie troubles 
of late, but thought they wero only temporary, 
From his own. observations ho doubted whetlier 
Count 
Okume-in his opinion was tho coming Prenier. 
He was a strong man. In the mnscatime, he 
proposed visiting Tokyo and lesrning snore 
of the personnel of the present inet, 

Mr. Sun. Yat-sen is an interesting talker. 
He is quite Enropeaniso? --in dress and manner 
of thought. He recalled hig notable adventure 
in Dondon some five years aga, when he was 
kidnapped by underlings of the Caine Lega- 
tion there, ant the iucidens beeame of interna. 
tional interest. It seems that be was walking 
past the Leyution in London when a mumbor 
of Chinese hirolings rushed out—it wax broad 
duylight—and “lessoed’ him, taking him pri- 
sonor and holding lim in secret. continement. Sir 
Halliday Musartnoy, now English adviser to 
the Chinese Legation in Londov, for a while 
abetted this ontrage by denying that Mr. Sun 
Yut-:en waa on the premises, ha Chinese 
officials evidently distrusted the fearless young 
reformer and intended to vithur “‘transpart or 
suppress him, but the publicity riven by the 
Press to thoir extraordinary step nipped theiv 
bold scheme in the bud.

Iodine 
terchlorida has been alto tried ux u remedy at 
several of the plague hospitals in Bombay ; and 
it cannot be said that the results at the hospitals 
materially support Mr. Gujjar's contentions 
regarding its efficacy, We have collected the 
hospital statistics realating to the treatment, so 
far as they are available, During the first four 
Monts of the present year the cases treated with 
iodine terclloride at ‘the hospitals were as
